For some reason many of us elect to use .03 
direct as a simplex frequency and, while there are situations where that is a 
good way to go, the fact remains that because of the widespread population of 
our club membership 03 will often interfere with the repeater output for at 
least some of our members, 


When this interference occurs we are defeating the purpose of a simplex freq- 
uency. It seems that we really never 51 a chance and the reason may well be 


that just flipping the epee switch takes so little effort, but shucks, we 
never said it would be easy! 


With our repeater becoming increasingly more popular and with the area of 
coverage we now have, let's give some consideration to 51 and show some con- 
sideration for 03.

The program 
for the evening was presented by Bill Mescanti, WB3CMM, and concerned the conversion 
of CB rigs to 10-meters. Bill had two converted rigs on display, an SBE Sidewinder II 
and a Sears SSB. The presentation was illustrated, showing the calculations for new 
crystal selection as well schematics of the minor but necessary component changes. 


After the program the ever dependable Institute gang provided refreshments which 
appeared to attract considerable attention. 
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ANNUAL CLAMBAKE 


Although we received no formal report of the Clambake, all the informal reports indicate 
that, once again, a good time was had by all thanks to hard work by Howard, W3IGW and 
Murray, K3SPS.

A small electronics firm in California recently developed a simple, cheap, scrambler 
for use with CB. When a patent was applied for a "cease manufacture" order was issued 
and all data was impounded by the federal government. The reason given was that the 
patent touched on sensitive areas of the national security. 


(CB always sounds like it has been through a scrambler to us!) 
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The FCC is investigating reports of CB interference with heart Pacemakers. No large 
scale problem exists at present, but there have been several documented cases of such 
interference, 
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RCA is currently installing one of the world's largest antenna stacks on top of the 
World Trade Center in New York City. The structure will be 351% feet above the Center's 
North Tower and will weigh 363 tons. When complete the self-supporting mast will serve 
10 TV stations and 15 FM stations. : 
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A bill, presently in Congress, proposes to completely change the way in which radio 
and TV are regulated in the United States. The bill, aimed at reducing staff, admin- 
istrative delays, and overall costs, will change licensing procedures among other 
things. Many services, such as Amateur Radio and CB, will be considerably deregulated. 
Public hearings on the bill are now in progress in various cities throughout the 
country. 
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The September issue of 73 Magazine contains two related articles which concern the 
use of Amateur Radio in Oho during last January's blizzard. The articles not only 
provide an insight into the particular problems caused by snow and high winds, but 
they also provide proof that not only can those Ohio guys put on a Hamvention, but 
they also can provide public service when needed.
